Containing ſome General RuLEs of Compoſition, Cc. 


HERE are many, in this Age, that aſſume the Shape of a Mafer, or Tutor, who are ſo very ignorant, as not 
1 to fay their Gamut ; and much leſs to underſtand it. Theſe are like ignorant Sailors, who know not their 
Compaſs ; and that Ship muſt needs be well ſteer'd, that falls under the Hands of ſuch a Pilot, Many of theſe will

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alſo ſet x up for Compoſers, which neither know Tune, Time, nor Concord: And, for all they cut fo ridiculous a Figure 

in the Eyes of the Learned, yet they gain Proſelytes luckily amongſt the Ignorant; z which makes good the old 

Saying, ** That they are clever Fellows, among ft Folks that know Nothing.” Such Teachers are not to be blamed for 

their Ignorance, but for their Impudence ; and their Pupils would not know they were Fools, had not they have 
aid well for it, 

: But, that I would not have any concerned with me ſo drowned in Conceit and Ignorance, I ſhall point out the 
moſt general and approved RULEs reſpective to Compoſition 3 which are as follows : 


Rurs I. When one Part ſtands on a Sound, and * Part moves, the moving Part may leap to any Sound 
that i * Concord to the ſtanding Part. 


RULE I. Two Fifths, or two Eighths, are not to be taken together, neither riſing nor falling, unleſs covered by 
a higher Part; or one be the Minor and the other the Major Fifth, 


RLE III. You may take as many Wird, Fifths, or Eighths, as you pleaſe together ſtanding. 


RULE IV. You may take as many Thirds, or Sixes, as you pleaſe, riſing or falling, together, if one be the Mi- 
nor, and the other the Major: But a Conſecution of Majors are not to the Laws of Harmony. 


RurE V. When one Part aſcends, and another Part deſcends, gradually, you muſt make a Tranſition of quicker
